CHAPTER I. 

NAME. 

Article I. This Organization shall l)c callerl tiio 
" State Historical Society of Iowa." 

CHAPTER II. 

ilEMHURSmP. 

Abt. 1. Tlie members of this Society shall consist 
of those pei'soiis who are elected at any meeting of 
the Society, or by those officers authorized by this 
Constitution, and who have paid into its treasnrythe 
sum of three dollars admittance fee, and one dollar 
annually thereafter. 

Abt. 2. Individuals may be elected honorary mem- 
ber of this Association, who shall be entitled to all 
the privileges of regular members, except the right 
to vote and hold office, and shall be exempt from pay- 
ing the annual fee of membership. 
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Abt.,3. The members of this Society shall have 
free admission to its rooms and lectm-es, and the 
privilege of coiiBulting its hooks, mai>s, charts, and 
papers. 



I'ijAPTER nr. 



Akt. 1. The object of this Society shall be to col- 
lect, embody, aiT»Dge and presei-ve in authentic form, 
a library of books, pamphlets, maps, chEuts, manu- 
scripts, papers, paintings, statnaiy and other mate- 
rials illnstrative of the histoiy of Iowa ; to rescue 
from oblivion the memoiy of its early pioneers ; to 
obtain and preserve naa-ratives of theii- exploits, perils 
and hardy adventures ; to secure facts and statements 
relative to the history, genius, progress or decay of 
our Indian tribes, to exhibit faithfully the antiquities, 
and the past and present resources of the State; and 
to promote the study of history by lectm-ea, and dif- 
fuse and pablish information relating to the descrip- 
tion and history of Iowa. 



CHAPTER IV. 

OFFiCEKS. 

Akt. I, The officers of this Society shall be a Pres- 
ident, six Vice Presidents, a Con-esponding Secre- 
taiy, a Recording Secretaiy, a Treasurer, Librai-ian, 
and eighteen Curators, who shall be chosen annually. 

Art. 2. The President shall preside at the meet- 
ings of the Association, presei-ve order therein, and in 
case of an equal division of the members, give the 
fasting vote. 
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Aiir. 3. Either of the Viee Presidents, in the ab- 
sence of the President, may pei-fonn the duties of 
that otfice. 

Art. 4. The ReeorduDg Secretary shall keep a rec- 
ord of each meeting of the Society, and submit the 
same for approval 

Art. 5. The Corresponding Secretary shaU have 
charge of the correspondence of the Society, be a. 
member of the Board of Curators, have a general 
oversight of all its affairs, subject to the dii-cotion of 
the Eseoutive Offleers, to whom he shall make a 
monthly report of all his doings ; ivnte the annual 
report, and be known as the oihcial organ. 

Aet 6 The Treasurer shaU i-eceive all dues and 
donations of money, pay all drafts di-awn on him 
■when signed by the President and Secretary of the 
Board of Curators, and keep a regular account of the 
financial concerns of the Society, and make a full and 
accurate report of the same, aceompanied by satis- 
factoiT Vouchers, to the Curato™ at their last regular 
meeting previous to the annual meeting of the Asso- 
ciation. 

Ait. -. The Curators, a mjiority of whom shall 
reside in the vicinity of the State University, and 
live of whom shall constitute a quorum, shall be the 
Executive Department of this Association, having 
fun power to manage its affairs in harmony with tins 
Constitntion. They shall keep a full and correct ac- 
count of all their doings, and make a report ot the 
same, together with that of the Treasurer and Libra- 
rian of this Society, thi-ongh the Corresponcbng Sec- 
retary, at each annual meeting, to be transmitted to 
the Governor, and be by him laid before the General 
Assembly, as required by the act making air annual 
appropriitiontothis Society. They. hill also have 
the power, in the name of the State Historical Society 
of iJwa, for themselves and their successors in office,

to sue and be sued, implead and be impleaded, defend 
and be defended in all courts and places, and for the 
purposes of this Association may do all such acts as 
are performed by natural persons. 

Aht. 8, In case any vacancies occur in the officers 
of this Society, the Boai-d of Curators shall have 
power to fill such vacancies, and also to elect such 
members of the Society as they may deem best, and 
appoint a corresponding member in each county. 

Aet. 9. The annual meeting of this Society shall 
be held on the first Tuesday of December, at which 
time the officers for the succeeduig year shall be 
chosen, and no member shall be eligible to an office, 
or be entitled to vote, who has not paid the annual 
fee of membership. 

Abt. 10. The Librarian shall have charge of the 
books, papers, maps, charts, and all other similai- 
valuables of the Society, under the direction of the 
Board of Curators, to whom he shall make report as 
they may reqnire, to be by them incorporated in the 
annual report to the Society. 



CHAPTER V. 



Art. 1. This Constitution may be amended at any 
meeting of the Society, when requested by the Board 
of Curiitors. 
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BY-LAWS 



MEETINGS, 



Sectiox i. The regular meetings of the Board of 
Carators shall be on the first Wednesday iu each 
month. The President of the Board shall order spe- 
cial meetings whenever he may deem it necessary, 

OR AT THE BEQUEST OF TJIEBE MEMBERS. The hoUT 

of such meetings shall be fixed by the Board from 
time to time. 

Sec. II. In the absence of the President from any 
meeting, the Secreiaiy or any mbmrek mat- call the 
Board to order, and upon motion any member thereof 
may be chosen President pro tem. 

Sec. in. Five members of the Board shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business; but 
any less nnmber may adjourn from time to time. 

OHDBR OF BUSINESS. 

Sec. IV. The order of business of this Board shall 
be as follows : 

1. The call of the roll of the Board. 

2. The reading and approval of the proceedings of 
the previous meeting, 

3. Communications. 

4. Reports of Officers. 

5. Reports of Standing Committees.

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7. Proposals for Meiubei'ship. 

8. Voting for Members. 

9. TTtifiiiishcd Business. 
10. New Business. 



STANDIKG COSIitlTTEES. 

Sec. v. There shall be six "Standing Committees" 
of the Board, consisting of three members each, to 
bo appointed by the President thereof, previous to 
the second meeting after his annual electioJi, and 
designated as follows ; 

1. On Publication. 

2. On Library Rooms. 

3. On Finance. 

4. On Natural History. 

5. On Picture Gallery. 

6. On Obituaries. 



TIIKIli DL'TIES. 

Sec. VI. The Committee on Publication shall pro- 
vide for the Publications of the Society from year to 
year; also, to procure the binding of all unbound 
books, pamphlets, magazines, newspapers, &c., from 
time to time, as the Board may dii-eot. 

Sec. VII. It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Librarj' Books to investigate fi-om time to time the 
condition of the books, pamphlets, papers, maps, 
charts, pictures, cabinets and other ai-tio!es in tlie 
Librai-y Rooms of the Society; pi-ovide for their 
aiTangemeiit and preservation ; also, to provide suit- 
able rooms, with all necessai-y arrangements for the 
use of the Society, tmder the dh'ection of the Board. 

Sec. VIII. It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Finance to examine all bills and claims against tlie 
Society ; to investigate the aifairs and neeounts of 
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tlie Secretary aitil Treasurer, whenever the Board 
may direct ; also, to examine liis annual report and 
accompanying vonchers, and if found covreet, to 
endorse upon it their certificate of approval. 

Sec. IX. It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Natural History, to procui-e articles or specimens of 
any character, which will in their judgment, serve to 
illnstrate "Natural History," and especially that of 
Iowa, and cause the same to be properly classified 
and arranged in its appropriate cabinets. 

Sec. X. It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Pictnre Gallery to procure and an'ange, so far as 
possible, the portraits, or other class of pictures of 
such citizens of Iowa from its ear^ settlement for- 
ward; and such other pictures and sketches of objects 
and scenes within this State, or elsewhere, as in their 
judgment may be suitable and worthy of such keep- 
ing and preservation. 

Sec. XL It shall be the duty of the Committee on 
Obituaries to prepare, or cause to be prepared, a 
proper and suitable obituary of each member of this 
Society, who may decease, for preservation and pub- 
lication. 

OFFICE ES. 

Sec. XII. At the first meeting of the Board, after 
the annual election of the Society, there shaU be cho- 
sen from the members by ballot a "President of the 
Board of Curators," who shall hold his office for one 
year, and until his successor shall be duly elected. 
He shall preside at the Meetings of the Board, and 
preserve order therein. 

Sec. xiii. The Corresponding Secretary of the Soci- 
ety shall be EX-OFFicio Secretary of the Board of 
Curators. He shall keep the roll of membership of 
the Society, report all delinquents for dues of mem-

bership, aiid Annals' subscription, quarterly to the 
Treasurer, and report all moneys received by him to 
the Board monthly, and pay tht same to the Treas- 

Skc. XIV. The Treasurer of the Society shall give 
bonds in the sura of $3,000, to be approved by the 
Board, for the faithful peribmianee of his duties, and 
shall collect al! membei-ship dues and subscriptions 
to the Annals, and report quarterly to the Board. 

Sec. XV. Names proposed for membership to tite 
Board sliall be accompanied by the fee, and shall lie 
over one meeting before hein^ acted upon, and then 
shall be subject to ballot. 

AMKNDMaNTS. 

Sec. xvi. These By-Laws may be altered or amend- 
ed at any meeting of the Board, when a notice 
thereof, accompanied with the proposed alteration or 
amendment, shall have been submitted at a previous 
meeting. 



AETICLE8 OF INCOEPOKATION. 



Know all Men by these Presents, That we, officers 
of the Iowa State Historical Society and members of 
its Board of Curators, by order of said Iowa State 
Historical Society, in order to increase the efficiency 
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ARTICLES OF INCORPORATION. 11 

and secure the permanency of said Society, do hereby 
file in the office of the Recorder of deeds of Johnson 
county, of Iowa, these Articles of Incorporation, to 
the end that said Society may become Incoiporated : 

1. This Society shall be known under the name 
and by the appellation of the " Iowa State Historical 
Society." 

2. Said Iowa State Historical Society shall he 
located permanently at the city of Iowa City, in the 
county of Johnson, in the said State of Iowa. 

3. Said Society is organized and incorporated for 
the purpose of collecting, embodying, arranging and 
preserving, in authentic form, a library of books, 
pamphlets, maps, charts, manuscripts, papers, paint- 
ings, statuaiy and other materials illustrative of the 
history of the State of Iowa; to rescue from oblivion 
the memory of its early pioneers — ^to obtain and pre- 
serve narratives of their exploits, perils and hardy 
adventures ; to secure facts and statements relative 
to the history, genius and progress, or decay, of our 
Indian tribes; and, also, to exhibit faithfully the 
antiquities, past and present resources of Iowa. 

4. The officers of the said Society shall consist of 
a President, six Vice-Presidents, Corresponding Sec- 
retary, Treasurer and Librarian. Said officers shall 
perform the ordinary duties which their names 
respectively indicate. 

5. The interests, business and control of said Soci- 
ety shall be vested in a Board of Curators — not less 
than eighteen in number — all of whom shall be mem- 
bera of said Society; and, said Board of Curators 
shall meet on the first Wednesday evening of each 
month, at the rooms of said Society, or of its Con-es- 
ponding Secrotaiy, for the transaction of such busi- 
ness, relative to the Society, as may reqnire their 
attention. 

6. The officers named in the two foregoing items 
shall be elected by the membei's of the Society, at a
